STEAMERS ANSWER 

CALLS OF DISTRESS 


The Western Comet and 
the Cedric Standing By. 
The 500 Passengers Will 
Be Transferred to the 
Cedric. 


Boston, January 18.—The army 
transport Powhattan, with 500 pas- 
sengegs aboard, sent word by radio 
today that she was in distress about 
500 miles east of New York. The 
boiler room was said to be flooded, 
with the water gaining and help 
from the pumps uncertain. The 
steamers Western Comet and Ced- 
ric, which replied to the distres3 
calls, were asked to stand by. 

Captain Randall, who signed the 
messages, gave the position of the 
Powhattan as latitude 41.05 north; 
longitude, 62.01 west. 

The first message sald the trans- 
port's fire room was flooded with 
the pipes choked and water gain- 
ing. In a second message, Captain 
Randall gaid: 

“We have 590 persons on board. 
Boller room flooded, Desire ships 
atand by until results of attempt 
to raise steam to start pumps is 
known.” 

The coast guard cutters Ossippes 
at Portsmouth, N. H., Acushnet at 
Woods Hole, and Gresham at this 
port tonight were ordered to the 
assistance of the Powhattan. 

Toe Transfer Passengers. 

New York, January 18.—A wire 
less message, received tonight from 
the army transport Powhattan, in 
distress about 500 miles east of New 
York, stated that her passengers 


-would be transferred to the White 


Star liner Cedric as soon as tho 
weather permitted, The message 
asked that tugs with “heavy towing 
xear” be dispatched as soon as pos- 
sible. 

The Powhattan, which was for- 
meriy the Hamburg-American liner 
Hamburg and prior to that the pri- 
vate yacht of William Hohenzol#rn, 
sailed from New York for Antwerp 
on Friday morning, with 271 mil- 
itary and civilian passengers. It 
was announced at the army trans- 
port offices. She carried a crew of 
150 men and had aboard a cargo 
of military supplies.

Chamber Will Be Packed 
Today With Teachers 
When City Fathers 
Meet to Pass on Im- 
portant Step. 


Council chamber at the city hall 
will be packed today with teachers 
of the public schools and others to 
witness action on a recommendation 
of the finance committee agreed upon 
Saturday by a majority of its mem- 
bers, that an emergency tax of three- 
eights of 1 per cent be levied by 
council to provide the increase re-- 
quested by the school teachers and 
to meet urgent municipal improve- 
ments. 

A considerable majority for adop- 
tion of the measures is expected. 
Favorable expression from council 
representatives who are not on the 
finance committee, leads to this 
forecast. 

Ratification of the report. will 
mean an increase of $30amonth to 
every grammar echoo! teacher, as- 
sistant principal, principal and di- 
rector in the white schools; $20 a 
month to all high school teachers, as- 
sistant principals and principals, and 
$10 a month to all directors, teachers 
and principals in the colored schools, 
and to all school janitors.

A dragnet will be 
thrown out for the arrest of all per- 
sons wearing American uniforms 
who are not supplied with proper 
credentials and leaves of absence.

Premier Clemenceau and 
His Associates Have 
Tendered Resignation to 
President Poincare. 


MILLERAND IS CALLED 
TO FORM NEW CABINET 


He Is at Present Gov- 
ernor of Alsace—Clem- 
enceau Intends to Go to 
Egypt for Stay of Two 
Months. 


Paris. January 18.—The cabinet of 
Premier Clemenceau resigned today. 
President Poincare tonight asked 
Alexander Millerand, governor of 
Alsace, to form a new cabinet. M. 
Millerand will give his answer at 
noon Monday. The outgoing minis- 
try has been in office since Novem- 
ber 16, 1917. 

| Millerand Sees Leaders. 

M. Millerand was first called to 
the Elysee palace at 4:30 p. m., 
where he remained ten minutes with 
President Poincare. He then con- 
ferred with President-elect Dea- 
chanel, M. Clemenceau. and Leon 
Bourgeois, president of the national 
assembly, at their residences. He 
returned to the Elysee palace at 7 
o'clock, at which time M. Poincare 
formally requested him to form a 
cabinet to succeed that of M. Clem- 
enceau. 

M. Millerand promised to give his 
decision between 11 o'clock and 
noon Monday. He said President 
Poincare had asked him to consul! 
with M. Deschanel before undertak- 
ing the task. 

M. Millerand said tonight that he 
had a long and cordial conversation 
with M. Deschanel, who gave him 
his best wishes for success, 

President Poincare, after receiv- 
ing Premier Clemenceau and all the 
ministers and subsecretaries and 
receiving their resignations this 
morning, kept M. Cleménceau three- 
quarters of an hour. He expressed 
the gratitude of France for the pre- 
mier’s services and his personal ap- 
preciation of their excellent rela- 
tions, 

Poincare Visits Deschanel. 

President Poincare visited M. Des.

Will Seek to Cure All 
Who Come in Perfect 
Faith—His Beliefs in 
Healing Are Set Forth 
in Interesting Book.

At 9 o’élock this morning the 
doors of St. Luke’s Episcopal church 
will be thrown open to receive hun- 


bdreds of sufferers from physical in-, 


fitmities, and one hour later there 
will appear James Moore Hickson, 
the unassuming layman, who will 
tell them in simple words that God 
abhors bodily afflictions in His chil- 
dren, and that He will make them 
whole if they will only believe. The 
one service today will be from 10 
a. m, to 2 p. m. 

The churchman will deliver no 
dissertation on therapeutics or ma- 
teria medica; he will not speak of 
physiactrics, nor discuss physiolo- 
gy; ho word will be spoken of the 
triumph of psychology and the mar- 
véls of advanced surgery. The whole 
range of science will be ignored, as 
the unostentatious layman explains 
to the anxious ones that the God, 
who can créate the intricate organs 
of man and make them function, 
has also power to heal or repair 
them, either through the remedies 
that have been provided by science 
and nature, or through the simple 
ministrations of His persofal rep- 
resentative. 

Paying little heed to the doubt- 
ing Thomases, the healer makes no 
other claim than that he is an an- 
ointed agent of God for healing the 
sick. He attempts no discussion 
with those who would gay that the 
healing of some diseases is imprac- 
tical and others impossible. He sim- 
ply points to the word of God, which 
he declares is authority for the 
statement that the Heavenly Father 
wants all to be sound in mind and 
body. That faith will remove moun- 
tains, he does not doubt, and all 
he wili ask of the blind, the lame 
and the halt gathered about him 
will be that they believe. 

Will Not Gratify Morbid. 

There will be nothing sensational. 
There will be nothing that will 
gratify the morbid. Only those who 
have need for his ministrations will 
be admitted to the sanctuary, and 
these will be shown that those who 
have faith can and will be made 
whole. 

There will be no chiding of the 
afflicted for infringements of na- 
ture’s laws, notwithstanding that 
Mr. Hickson denies that sickness is 
ever a blessing sent by God, and 
those who come to him in faith will 
be told that God is as anxious to 
help them escape the penalties that 
follow nature’s broken laws as He 
is to absolve them from the infrac- 
tions of the divine statutes. The 
churchman emphasizes, however, 
that there must be repentence and 
faith in each instance. 

James Moore Hickson, lay mem- 
ber of the Church of England, who 
believes that God will manifest 
Himself in physical healing today 
as in the days of old, if the church 
will only have the faith, lays no 
claim to any extraordinary power 
over disease, setting himself up as 
nothing more than an humble work- 
er who has found the potency of 
applied faith, and his mission is to 
strengthen the faith of ‘the Chris- 
tian world in order that the church 
may co-operate with other agencies 
of healing to make the world 
healthy and happy. 

The processes of healing that fol- 
low his ministrations are not the 
subject of argument by this re- 
markable man, but he has spoken 
to a number of gatherings of min- 
isters, and in these addresses he 
has stated his position with refer-

“The proposed bill,” he said, “if 
enacted, would violate the constitu- 
tion and rob the whole American 
people of their. most cherished and 
basic guarantees of free govern- 
ment. : 

Dangers Alleged in Bill. 

“If the American people, and, in 
fact, a majority of the members of 
congress Were awake to the dangers 
concealed in this bill, a storm. of 
indignation would sweep the na- 
tion. 

“It has been widely advertised 
that this measure protects free 
speech fully, but prevents advocacy 
of forcible revolution, bolshevism 
and anarchy. In fact, it would per- 
petuate an autocratic censorship 
over the entire American press. It

BELFAST UNIONISTS 
LOSE AT THE POLLS 


Belfast, January 18.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Up to January 15 
the Belfast corporation consisted of 


52 unionists and eight nationalists, 
but as a result of the elections 
which ended Saturday, in which the 
laborites, Devlinites and Sinn Fein- 
ers skilfully bunched votes, it has 
27 unionists, five nationalists, five 
Sinn Feiners and 13 laborites. The 
policies of the last named party 
range om extreme _ socialist to 
labor uriipnis: and Orange, The re- 
sults of the elections generally were 
of a freak order. 

In the Shankill district, a strong- 
hold of Orangism,a socialist topped 
the poll, and of the remaining seven 
members one is a socialist and an- 
other a Sinn Feiner. In Victoria, 
which is a safe unionist parlia- 
mentary seat, a nationalist headed 
the poll and a Sinn Feiner and a 
laborite also were elected. 

The change was not restricted to 
the unionists as in Joseph Devlin’s 


Belfast, the constitutional national- 
ists polled two seats and a nation- 
alist has been returned, together 
with two Sinn Feiners and a Sinn 
Fein laborite. 

For the first time in history, the

Morgenthau Mission Re- 
ports on Excesses—Re- 
port Says It Is Unfair to 


Blame Polish Nation as’

New York, January 18.—Details 
of excesses committed against the 
Jews in Poland, in which 252 mem- 


bers of the race were the victims 
of mob violence, are given in the 
report of the mission headed by 
Henry Morgenthau which investi- 
gated these outbreaks, and which 
was made public here tonight. The 
mission, which was appointed hy 
Secretary Lansing on the request of 
Ignace Jan Paderewski, then presi- 
dent of the Polish council of minis- 
ters, was composed ‘of, in addition 
to Mr. Morgenthau, Brigadier Gen- 
eral Edgar Jadwin and Homer H. 
Johnson, It arrived in Warsaw on 
July 13, 1919, and remained in Po- 
land for two months, during which 
time it traveled by automobiles 
more than 2,500 miles, making a 
personal investigation in every 
town where anti-Jewish outbreaks 
had been reported.

Values 
have risen like a skyrocket: rents 
have gone skyward. It has now 
reached the point where new enter- 
prises are halted at our gates for 
the lack of business space of any 
character. They come and look 
around, find the situation acute, 
either postpone their coming or 
make other plans and go elsewhere, 
A business man of my acquaintance 
recently coming here to look fora 
location to ppen a =~business, in- 
formed me that rents in the down- 
town district of Atlanta are pro- 
portionately higher, if not in sore 
cases actually higher, than rents 
for good locations in the city of 
New York, where his business is 
located. 

“Everyone knows that rents are 
out of sight, especially downtown 
rents. Having a surplus of applica- 
tions for every office, the owners 
of office buildings do what is nat- 
ural. They obey the law of supply 
and demand. They make thelr ten- 
ants pay a premium to get ther 
space, Owners of stores do the 
same, As fast as leases expire, 
they jack up the rents. 

Recently one of the large office 
buildings of the city was leased as 
a whole for a term of years, ac- 
cording to reports of the transac- 
tion. and immediately the tenants 
received notice from the new 
lessee that rents would be advanc- 
ed, most substantially, when their 
contracts expired. 

Rents Advance. 

“According to the best informa- 
tion obtainable, office building rents 
in the past three years have ad- 
vanced all the way from 25 to 50 
per cent. ‘Tenants are obliged to 
pay higher prices. They have no 
choice. They cannot move, for they 
have nowhere to go. Their business 
depends upon their .offices, ‘They 
are at the mercy of their land- 
lords. Where formerly they were 
sought and given inducements to 
take office space, they now have tu 
scramble to get a place on the walt-

“When it comes to stores the rent 
situation is even worse. A dough- 
nut stand selling nothing but 
doughnuts and cotfee pays $000 a 
month for a little space that could 
be had three years ago for half that 
figure. A small balcony space that 
cannot be found without a_ guide 
might possibly be had for $3550 a 
month if the owner has not changed 
his mind and raised his price since 
the renting agent left him. A prom- 
inent corner lease is bought by one 
dealer in a certain line from an- 
other dealer in the same line. He 
pays a heavy bonus to get the lease 
at a monthly rental that would 
seem prohibitive. Yet he is offered 
$25,000 to turn his lease over before 
he has been in his place a month. 

“A building leased as a whole for 
aterm of years at‘$32,800 a year is 
offered by the lessee at the mag- 
nanimous rental of $1,000 a*month, 
A merchant on Decatur street, ac- 
cording to my information, was re- 
cently forced out of business by an 
increase of his rent from $425 to 
$1,000 a month.

BRITONS DIVIDED 


Lloyd-George and Win- 
ston Churchill Differ as 
to Handling Problem. 
Churchill Responsible 
for Alarmist Note. 


Paris, January 18.—(By the Asso- 
ciated -Press.)—The communication 
concerning the bolshevist menace, 
recently issued by the British war 
office, was in consequence of a de- 
partmental policy divergent from 
that of Premier Lloyd-George, the 
Associated Press is informed upon 
first authority. Winston Spencer 
Churchill, the British secretary of 
war, has himself told Mr. Lloyd- 
George that he did not know about 
the issuance of the communication, 
but that he believed the prime min- 
ister underestimated the danger 
from the spread of armed bolshe- 
vism, 

It has been explained to the prime 
minister that the war office asso- 
ciates of Mr. Churchill, knowing 
how strongly he felt on the sub- 
ject of bolshevism, undertook to in- 
fluence public opinion in the direc- 
tion of their chief’s convictions. 

If Mr. Churchill’s views were ac- 
cepted, the allies would invade Rus- 
sia for the purpose of destroying 
bolshevism in its home, while Mr. 
Lloyd-George’s view is that such 
action would amount to war against 
soviet Russia and would only solidfy 
the Russian people. 

View of Lloyd-George. 

Mr. Lloyd-George compares the 
Situation respecting Russia today 
with that of France after 1793 to 
the end of the century. Military 
pressure from without, the premier 
affirms, united the French people 
behmd the revolutionary govern- 
ment, so that they were able not 
only to make headway against for- 
eign enemies, but win victories. That 
is precisely what Europe might see,

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view were allowed to influence th 
British and French cabinets. . 

Hence Mr. Lloyd-George, on the 
very day the communication was is- 
sued by the British war office, in- 
sisted upon the supreme council par- 
tially raising the blockade against 
Russia, the allied prime ministers 
intending to show indirect accept- 
ance of the changed conditions in 
Russia by permitting free trade in 
food, clothing and other non-mili- 
tary commodities without diplomatic 
relations, 

These trade arrangements are not 
yet clearly defined. They were 
made through representatives of 
Russian ~ co-operative societies in 
Paris, who say they have beén in- 
formed that the soviet government 
equally countenances trade without 
regard to political relationship. 

Restraining the Poles. 

The Italians take no part in the 
military conferences. Field Marshal 
Foch and Field Marshal Sir Henry 
Wilson, form the inter-allied mil- 
itary council, so far as consid- 
eration of middle and near-east- 
ern questions are concerned. They 
met yesterday and today, and their 
deliberations, the Associated Press 
is informed, have had more to do 
with restraining Polish military op- 
erations against Russia than with 
supporting those operations by aid 
from abroad. ’ 

The prime ministers took up the 
Polfsh question seriously Thursday 
and Friday. Their information was 
that the Polish armies have during 
recent weéks occupied considerable 
territory beyond’ the Polish bound- 
aries and belonging properly to 
Russia. The prime ministers warn- 
ed the Polish government that they 
could not support a policy of ex- 
pansions. They requested M. Padek 
the Polish foreign minister, now in 
Paris, to advise Poland to evacuate 
and abandon Russian occupied ter- 
ritories and thus avoid giving cause 
for attack by the soviet govern- 
ment. This, M. Padek refused to do. 

One of the principal military and 
political problems not yet deter- 
mined by the supreme council and 
its military advisers is what should 
be done if the soviet forces drive 
the Poles from the occupied terri- 
tories and follow them into Poland. 
The prime ministers admit that they 
are much embarrassed by the 
Polish government’s refusal to re- 
tire within the boundaries fixed by 
the supreme council, holding in- 
stead those based-on historical 
claims, which are deemed vague by 
the council. 


Pike Collections. 


Barnesville, G&., January 18.— 
(Special.)—J. A. Corley, tax collec- 
tor of Pike, reports that he has col- 
lected for state, county and school 
taxes, a little over $100,000 for 1919 
and that about $5,000 is still uncs!- 
lected.

Washington, January 18.—Orders 
providing for withdrawal of Amer- 
ican Red Cross personnel from Si- 


beria at the time American troops 
start homeward have been cabled, 
it was announced tonight, to head- 
quarters at Viadivostok, of the com- 
mission, headed by Lieutenant Col- 
onel Kudolph B. Teusler, of Virginia. 
All women workers and such of the 
men as are not needed to care for 
supplies now on hand at Vliadivos- 
tok will move out with the troops, 
while the drugs and other stores 
probably will be distributed to ci- 
vilians and hospitals as rapidly as 
possible, closing up the Red Cross 
work in that section, 

Recapitulating the work of the 
Red Cross commission sent to Si- 
beria July, 1918, a statement, issued 
here today, said its operations at 
one time covered a stretch of 5,009 
miles from Vladivostok to the Ural 
moumtains. The personnel jncludes 
400 American doctors, nurses and 
other workers and a thousand na- 
tive helpers. Several of the women 
workers lost*their lives in fightinz 
the typhus epidemic in _ Siberia, 
which constantly engaged the com- 
mission's attention. 

One of the finest achievements of 
the commission was the rescue of 
several hundred homeless children, 
found in the Urals, reduced to a 
state bordering on savagery. These 
little ones, ranging in age from 3 
to 16, strayed from or deserted by 
their teachers, were gathered into 
a colony ae ene Turgoyak and sub- 
sequently moved to a Red Cross 
orphanage on Russian Island in 
Viadivostok harbor. Steps for con- 
tinuation of their guardianship in 
safe hands will be taken as the Red 
Cross withdraws, 


AIRTIGHT MOTOR LAW 
IN FORCE IN SAVANNAH 


Savannah, Ga., January 18.—(Spe- 

cial.)—Savannah now has an ai-- 
tight law controlling the driviigc 
of automobiles, the ordinance hav- 
ing been finally passed requiring 
every person owning or operating 
a motor vehicle of any kind to ree- 
ister such vehicle with the police 
department and obtain, upon suf- 
ficient showing as to competency, a 
permit to drive the machine within 
the city limits. The only excep- 
tions are cases of persons visiting 
or passing through Savannah in au- 
tomobiles. Even a visitor must ob- 
tain a permit if he remains in the 
city for 30 days.

Paris, January 18.—In his speecn 
from the throne at the opening of 
the Turkish parliament last ine 
day, the sultan referred to “Tur-« 
key’s mistake in entering the war 
on the Teutonic side,” according to 
reports of the speech just received 
here from Constantinople. The 
speech, read by the minister of the 
interior because of the indisposi- 
tion of the sultan, dwelt at length 
on the fact that, while the armi- 
stice had been in effect for fourteen 
months, the forces of the allies still 
oceupied certain parts of the empire. 

Greek occupation of Smyrna, the 
sultan said, increased the difficui- 
ties, but he added: “It is unneces- 
sary at this time to explain the 
gravity of our situation.

WAR ON PROFITEERS 
DECLARED BY BRYAN 


New York, January 18.—Profit- 
eering and public ownership were 
declared tonight by William J. 
Bryan to be two of the great is- 
sues on which the coming presi- 


dential campaign should be fought. 
Mr. Bryan, who was a guest of hon- 
or at a dinner given by the Society 
of Arts and Sciences, asserted that 
the peace treaty cannot be carried 
into the campaign, because of the 
large number of important domes- 
tic questions tobe decided. — 

In reterence to profiteering, 
which he termed “the darkest blot 
on this war,” the speaker advocated 
the creation of trade commissions 
in the states and communities be- 
fore which citizens could bring com- 
plaints against profiteering mer- 
chants. 

“While the boys bled abroad,” he 
said, “the American people were 
bled at home by conscienceless prof- 
iteers. Even when the: bleeding 
stopped abroad, it continued at 
home. The tax record shows how 
many more millionaires have been 
created in this country.” 

Mr. Bryan denounced the coal 
operators for the excessive profits 
which he said they had made last 

year and declared that the people 
must be given machinery by which 
to protect themselves, 

“The people cannot take a club,” 
heesaid. “The government that dis- 
arms its citizens must assume the 
duty to protect them. There are 
tribunals in this country where the 
merchant can summon his customer, 
but no tribunal where a customer 
can call a merchant to answer any 
complaint. What is needed is trade 
commissions for the nation and the 
states, and in every community 
where every citizen, no matter how 
humble, can have_his complaint 
heard.” - 

In regard to government owner- 
ship, Mr. Bryan declared that it had 
become a national issue. ‘All pri- 
vate monopolies,” he said, “are 
massing for an assault to  over- 
throw the right of the people to at- 
tend to their own business. The is- 
sue today is between private monop- 
oly and government ownership. I 
say that whenever competition is 
impossible in private monopoly, the 
monoply must _be owned by the gov- 
ernment. When private monopoly 
desires to control, it is in order to 
have i to extort, plunder and 
rob. want to destroy the breeding 
place of plutocarcy. Private monop- 
oly is the greatest cause of plu- 
tocracy.’ 

Mr. Bryan reiterated his-tdeas in 
regard to the peace treaty which he 
expressed at the Jackson day dinner 
in Washintgon. e maintained that 
the United States senate “must cease 
its wrangline”’ and settle the mat- 
ter immediately. Both sides should 
make concessions. ho declared, the

The home service section of the 
Atlanta chapter of the Red Cross Is 
one of the departments of the or- 
ganization which .has continued to 
do an active work after the armi- 
stice was signed. The pledge made: 
to the men in service when they 
went to war was that their families 
and loved one left at home would 
be looked after, protected and cared 
for. 

That pledge is still being kept and 
the department of home service will 
be continued as long as the pledge 
is still unfulfilled. 

Annual Report. 

The home service section of the 
Atlanta chapter, American Red 
Cross, has submitted its annual re- 
port for the benefit of the public. 
This report was read and approved 
at the annual meeting of the chap- 
ter, of which Lee Ashcraft is chalir- 
man, on Friday, January 16. Ths 
home service officers during the 
past year were Robert Parker, chair- 
man; W. C. Royer, vice chairman, 
and Cleveland Zahner, executive 
secretary, and among the comm.t- 
tee members were Mrs. Robert bore- 
man, Dr. David Marx, Mrs. Joseph 
Moody, Frank Beck and W. A. Beyer. 

The annual report of the execu- 
tive secretary, Atlanta home service 
section, up to January 15, 1920, fol-

entire period of the armistice. Dur- 
ing this time home service work 
rapidly changed its character, and 


robably not as acute and heart- 
aie at those arising during the 
war, they were no less pressing and 
in fact were even greater in vul- 
ume. The figures quoted above will 
bear out this last statement; up tuo 


November 20, 1918, that is, during 
practically the entire period of the 
war, home service assisted 1,502 


families; since the armistice, 5,913 
additional were added to its records. 
Information Department. 

With demobilization, an’ informa- 
tion department had to be created to 
meet the demands of the returning 
men who left their camps with many 
questions with the government un- 
settled. This department, from Jan- 
uary 14, 1919, when it was created, 
handled 2,764 pronteme, On the 
passage of the bill giving two months’ 
pay to ex-sérivce men, 830 recently 
discharged soldiers immediately 
came tothe home service for proper 
application blanks. The information 
bureau has been invaluable in giv- 
ing advice to 104 regarding rein- 
statement and conversion of govern- 
ment insurance. The rest of the 
information and problems handled 
regarding allotment and ailowance, 
arrears of pay, etc, numbered 1,857 
in all. 

Not only 383 discharged disabled 
soldiers who are residents of At- 
lanta, but also 206 disabled non-resi- 
dents, totaling 589, were assisted in 
conjunction with the public health 
service and the federal board for 
vocational education. The majority 
of these men have tuberculosis. Next 
in number came the mental break- 
downs, both types of disability often 
developing months after discharge. 

Other Work. 


During the year the non-resident | 


work, too, changed its character. 
Up to and for two months after 
Armistice day, the problem of the 
non-resident was that of a stranded 
wife or mother who followed the 
soldier to camp. Since that time, the 
drifting or temporarily hard-pressed 
soldier, with no visible family, has 
predominated. 

The southern division has contin- 
ued to use the Atlanta office as a 
training center for students in social 


service. One six weeks’ course, 
graduating twenty-six students, took 
place in Atlanta in 1919, and also 
one three months’ course in con- 
junction with Emory university was 
held in the summer of 1919, and 
graduated sixteen students. The 
second three months’ course, be- 
ginning this past November and held 
in conjunction with Emory, will 
graduate twenty-two students this 
next February. 

Two chapter courses for volun- 
teers were held—one in the spring 


and one in the fall of 1919, thirty- 
six in all receiving certificates.

The custom of plying the 
frail infant with some kind of 
“nourishment” or dope or physic is 
the cause of endless trouble and 
betrays a deplorable state of heaith- 
ignorance of which a self-respect- 
ing parent should be ashamed. A 
baby is a blamed-sight more com- 
plicated and delicately adjusted 
than an eighty-dollar watch, dad 
says, and no one but a mental de- 
fective would entrust the regula- 
tion, adjustment or repair of such 
a& watch to the neighbors or the 
first old woman that happens to 
drop in, 


The first dose of castor ofl pour- 
ed into a baby by your “experi-' 
enced practical nurse” fs never real- 


ly necessary. Its effect is to up- 
set the whole beautiful co-ordina- 
tion of the’ various stages of di- 
gestion and elimination, so that a 
constipated habit becomes fastened 
on the unfortunate infant at the 
very outset. The. after-effect of 
castor oil is constipating, binding— 
which makes it a good remedy in 
certain cases of diarrhea. I’ve often 
heard my dad tell a young mother 
or nurse that it is far better to 
occupy the anxious seat for 4% 
hours than it is to inflict on the 
baby his first dose of physic. Fa- 
ther is right. We-.babies need no 
physic if we are intelligently fed, 
and I can assure you we never 
want any either. If some thought- 
less folk could. realize how true 
this is there would be far less trou- 
ble from constipation and all its 
real and imaginary evils in grown- 
ups.

Instructions in first-aid to the in- 
jured or sick, 80 planned as to reach 
practically every citizen of Atlanta 
who might have octasion to make 
use of the knowledge, is being out- 
lined under the auspices of the 
Americaif Red Cross and will soon 
be put into operation. 

Already eighteen young  physi- 
cians of Atlanta have volunteered 
their servVices, free of charge, in 
tenching the first-aid classes in the 
different schools, colleges, indus-< 
trial plants and social organiZations 
of the city. Lee Ashcraft, chairman 
of the Atlanta chapter of the Red 
Cross, has appointed a committee 
that will formulate the specific 
plans for the conducting of tiie 
classes. 

Dr. Perrin Nicholson, Jr., is chair-

Added Evidence 
Secured in the Case: 
Of Sam Duckworth 


Americus, Ga., January 18,.— 
(Special.)—Alleged sensational new 
evidence has just been discovered in 
the case of Sam Duckworth, con- 
victed as the slayer of his wife. 
Pearl Duckworth, whose body was 
found in a well near their home 
several months ago, with the throat 
cut from ear to ear. Duckworth. 
who first confessed the crime, set 
up an alibi at his trial which the 
evidence failed to sustain. 

Dan Chappel, his attorney, now 
has an affidavit signed by W. N. 
Brewer, a well digger, located at 
Montezuma, but whose home is in 
Dawson, in which Brewer says he 
was in company with Duckworth 
in Americus on the night of the 
murder from _ shortly before 7 
o'clock until a little after 8. J. 
N. Worthy and H. A. Lee, two 
Americus policemen, have al¢o 
signed affidavits, in which they 
swore they saw Duckworth and 
Brewer together in Americus about 
$8 o'clock the night Mrs. Duck- 
worth was killed. 

Evidence introduced at the trial 
accounted for Duckworth’s where- 
abouts until about 6 in the after- 
noon, after which time he failed to 
five an account of his movements. 
The woman’s body was found at 
7:35 o’clock, 

On the stand, Duckworth neith¢r 
denied nor admitted killing ' his 
wife. He is an ignorant and unf- 
educated man, and in thé course 
of his statement stopped short, ap- 
parently unable to proceed further, 
and probably awed by the presenco 
of court officials and others. The 
affidavits have just been presented 
to Judge Z. A. Littlejohn, in an ap- 
plication for réhearing, and Duek- 
worth’s counsel today expressed 
confidence that a retrial of the case 
would be ordered.

INTERCHURCH WORLD 
MOVEMENT CAMPAIGN 


Plans for Financial Drive 
Are Discussed in At- 


“This is the moment of moments 
for us to find ot unity, our spir- 
itual solidarity without sacrificing 
diversity and that which is most dis- 
tinctive to each of our communions 
and which, by the way, is the choic- 
est pessession we have.” With these 
words Dr. Joh R. Mott, chairman otf 
the executive committee, struck the 
keynote of the World survey con- 
ference Of the Interchurch World 
Movement of North America, just 
held at Atlantic City, according to 
reports of the gathering brought to 
Atlanta by Dr. W. W. Alexander, di-« 
rector for the southeastern division, 
and other Interchurch World move- 
ment ijeaders in this territory. 

The oenere: purposes and plans 
of the Interchurch World move- 
ment, including the program for thé 
forthcoming financial campaign, 
were discussed from every angle by 
delegates to the world survey con- 
ference. In addition to the general 
sessions, there Were numerous meet- 
ings in denominational groups at 
Which were adopted formal resolu- 
tions advising the ¢oftstituency of 
their various denominations to co- 
operate heartily with the mover 
ment in its great progfam. 

April 21-May 2 was the time fixed 
for the Interchurch World move- 
ment’e financial crusade, an éffort 
to postpone the campaign untir 
1921 having been decisivel de- 
feated. The spirit of the conference 
was Very positive. The almost 1,800 
delegates were determined not to 
delay. They comprehended the big- 
ness of the task before thém and 
realized there was no time to lose, 
that work of world-wide importance 
is to be done. 

It Was agreed that the appeal for 
funds by each dénomination should 
be made for the sum needed for one 
year ahead, and that this sum should 
be recognized as one unit in a five- 
year program. A careful compila- 
tion of the financial needs of the 
42 denominations co-operation 
in the moyement showed a total 
of $826,107,837 required for 1920. 
That sum is the goal for the inter- 
national campaign that is to come 
in the spring. 

Not every ohe of the forty-two 
denominations is to go before the 
constituency for funds, as a number 
already have conducted financial 
drives and secured the subscriptions 
to meet, their special needs. Thosco 
that have not, however, will go tnto 
the coming crusade in a combined | 
appeal, rather than to undertake a | 
Series of individual drives distrib- 
uted through many months.

HOLLAND URGED 
TO YIELD KAISER 


Outline of Allied Note 
Demanding ‘That the 
Former German Ruler 
Be Surrendered for Trial. 


Paris, January 18.—The Temps to- 
day asserts that the general secre- 
tary of the peace conference has 
handed to the Dutch minister a note 
from the supreme. council demand- 
ing the extradition of former Em- 
peror William. 

The supreme colncil’s note to the 
Dutch government asking that the 
former German emperor be given 
up to the allies under article 227 
of the Versailles treaty for trial, 
points out that if the former em- 
peror had rethained in Germany he 
would have been delivered up under 
the same conditions by the German 
government. 

Crimes Are Recalled, 

“Among 80 many crimes,” the 
note recalls the “cyfhiical violation 
of the neutrality of Belgium and 
Luxembourg; the barbarous system 
of hostages; massed deportations; 
systematic devastation without mil- 
itary reasons; the submarine war,” 
and declares: “for all of which acts 
responsibility, at least moral, 
reaches the supreme chief, who or- 
dered them or abused his unlimited 
powers to break, or permit others 
to break, the most sacred rules of 
human conscience. 

“The powers cannot: conceive,” it 
adds, “that The Netherlands would 
regard with less reprobation than 
themselves the immense responsi- 
bility weighing upon the ex-emper- 
or. Holland would not be fulfill- 
ing her international duty if she 
refused to associate herself with 
other nations, so far as she is able, 
to prosecute, or at least not im- 
pede, the punishment of crimes 


committed.” 

The note points out that it is 
the duty of the powers to insure 
execution of article 227 without en-

tering into argument, because “it 
is not & qtiestion of publie accusa- 
tion, having throughout a _ legal 
character, but an act of high iInter- 
fiational policy imposed by the uni- 
Vérsal cofisciente, in which legal 
forms are employed solely to insure 
the accused body guarantees such 
as, have hitherto been unknown in 
public law.” 

It concludés by expressing “the

potentiaries, Stephen Pichon, Cap- 
tain Andre Tardieu and Louis 
Klotz are members of the Clemen- 
ceau cabinet and will retire with 
him. The fifth member of the 
French delegation, Jules Cambon, 
is not in the cabinet. M. Clemen- 
¢eau will assure continuity of dip- 
lomatic negotiations until a new 
ministry is formed, when he will 
resign as plenipotentiary. 

Mr, Lloyd George and Signor Nitti 
will return to their capitals after 
Monday’s meeting, to await the for- 
mation of a new French cabinet be- 
fore resuming consideration of pend- 
ing problems.

= dent of the Chicago White sox, and 
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Ban Johnson, president of the Amer~ 

op denne dete are a —- theme 
versation nowada especiall 

in baseball circles. nie . 

Often and often the question is 
asked: 

“What brought about the break 
between the two big fellows?” 

Very seldom is the question en- 
Swered fairly and very few appear 
to understand just what has driven 
the two old:friends so wide apart. 
Having known Comiskey and John- 
s0n ail their baseball lives, 
perhaps tell the whole story of their 
estrangement. I was perhaps the 
innocent cause of their first tailing 
out. That happened away back in 
the fall of 1899 when Johnson was 
at the head of the Western league 
and Comiskey the manager and 
owner of the St. Paul club of that 
organization. 

it was from the Western league 
that Comiskey and Johnson went to 
the American league the following 
year. Johnson has been given cred- 
it for having been the chief organ- 
izer of the American league, when 
he was actually opposed to its or- 
ten and was really forced 
nto it by Comiskey. 

| was the first man to suggest 
he organization of the Aincrican 
eague and to draft its first charter 
4nd circuit. I called the first meet- 
ing of the American league to order 
in Chicago in the fall of 1899, and 
there were present at that meeting 
many of the men who afterward 
were at the head of the clubs in 
that organization. 

At that meeting Tom Loftus, Com- 
iskey, Johnson and other Westen 
league men appeared for the par- 
pose of opposing the formation, of 
the new league. j 

I then and there called Comiskey’s 
attention to the fact that he was 
peesing in his own light. I said to 

m: 


“You are a Chicago boy and you 
belong right down there on the 
south side of Chicago and not out at 
St. Paul.” 

Comiskey came around to my way 
< thinking, but’ Johnson opposed 

reaking away from the estern 
league and the organization of the 
proposed American league. For a 
while Johnson acted as though he 
would go over to Comiskey’s side 
and join myself and others in the 
formation of the new American 
league, and on August 28, 1899, 1 
received a letter from him, a copy 
of which I still have, in which he 
advised delay and wound up with: 

“It is Just as well the meeting be 
postponed. Sullivan was here Sat- 
urday and told me he had written 
you relative to the matter. I will 
try and arrange to run over to St. 
Louis for a day. As our season is 
drawiftf[KN to a close, I am full of 
business Yn adjusting accounts for 
the year.” 

Delaying Formation. 

I discovered later that this letter, 
like other subsequent acts of Juohn- 
son, was done with a view to delay- 
ing the formation of the American 
league, and in the interest of the 
Western league, and he did succeed 
in delaying matters. As a result of 
this delay, Comiskey remained in St. 
Paul another year, losing that sea- 
son nearly all the ready money he 
had in the world.

Replying to some two hundred 
fans who have *written to inquire 
whether the New York Yankees 
paid $125,000 for Babe Ruth, will 
say, I don’t know. My opinion is 
that the sum was somewhere in the 
vicinity of $100,000 and that, re- 
gardless of Ruth’s worth as a ball 
player, his drawing power at the 
gate or anything else, the club that 
purchased him took a frightful 
chance. 

If Ruth continues to be a star 
hitter for three years the team 
probably will get its money back. 
On the basis of attendance at the 
Yankee games for the last year, 
which was the largest they ever 
have had, Ruth would yield them 
about $35,000 a year if he adds a 
sixth to the attendance, which is 
doubtful. 

The chance they took, however, 
is whether Ruth will keep his agree- 
ment with the team. He broke a 
contract with Boston which he 
wrote himself and which he insist- 
ed be a three-year contract. If he 
can get away with that and be pro- 
moted and honored, why should he 
mot break his agreement with the 
Yankees if he has a good year and 
get another raise? 

And who is to blame, Ruth or the 
club owners? 

An old thing about Ruth is the 
difference of opinion among ball 
players as to his ability and his 
worth to a team. I was told iast 
summer by two of his fellow play- 
ers that he was the biggest draw- 
back on the team, and by a pitcher 
who has pitched to him for years 
that he cannet hit. This pitcher 
deciares that, if a pitcher works 
well with Ruth, he is a sucker at 
bat. That sounds foolish or else 
Ruth's reputation scared a iot of 
Jitchers out of their ability to pitch 
to him.

They were rather jovial persons 
and dia no more than take a quick 
survey of the crowd. At the rail- 
road station it was different. The 
customs officers there were frank- 
ly puzzled. 

‘Didn’t Understand Bais. 

Every third trunk was dragged 
out of the baggage car and careful- 
ly searcheed, The officers didn’t 
know what to do regarding the 
bats. Baseball evidently wasn’t well 
understood in Porfiro Diaz, and it 
took a great deal of explanations 
before the harmless bats, which 
might have looked like some deadly 
sort of a weapon to the Mexicans— 
were allcwed to pass duty free.

TRON AND STEEL 


Orders Pile Up Steadily 
and Only Late Delivery 
Contracts Made—Re- 
view of Past Week in 
Metals. 


New York, January 18.—There is 
no better illustration of the condi- 
tion of the steel market than the 
amount of unfilled tonnage on the 
books of the United States Steel 
corporation at the end of Decensber. 
The unshipped orders on that date 
comprised 8,265,266 tons, compared 
with 7,379,152 tous on November 239, 
a record increase of 1,137,036 tons. 

The larger producers are heavily 


sold and accept only distant and 
urgent business. The independents 
demand premiums for everything, 
and can offer nothing but delayed 
delivery. Demand for rails, car and 
shipbuilding steel, plates, bars and 
sheets, is accumulating heavily. Ex- 
port demand for semi-finished and 
finished steel is very heavy and can 
onlv he partially met. 

No free pig iron is obtainable on 
contract before April, and the ton- 
nage offering for the second quarter 
is limited. Buyers seek to cover 
forthe second half, and some busi- 
ness hag been done,chiefly in Cleve- 
land and Buffalo, but most furnaces 
are unwilling to quote beyond June. 
Prices are advancing slowly but 
steadily. Southern iron has reached 
$40 and northern $44.35. 

Coper is in fairly good demand 
and has been holding steady for 
some time. Some spot metal could 
be had at 19% cents, but the asking 
price for first quarteris9% and for 
the second 19% to 20 cents. For 
export they ask 20 to 20% cents. 
The eighteen leading companies pro- 
duced 105,835,000 pounds during No- 
vember, against 108,345,000 pounds 
in October. There is no shortage.

GENERAL TREND 
OF COMMODITIES 
IS STILL UPWARD 


While there has been some weak- 
ening in prices of certain commodi- 
ties, yet the general upward trend 
is still well defined, the quotations 
received by Dun’s Review last week 
showing that 68 articles moved to 
to a high level, as compared with 
15 recessions. Much easier condi- 
tions prevailed in dairy products, for 
while demand for butter was not 
particularly active, reports of pend- 
ing imports from Denmark and the 
actual arrival of a moderate quan- 
tity, together with offerings by 
Argentina and an increasing do- 
mestic make, caused a sharp drop 
in quotations of that commodity. 
Eggs also distlosed pronounced 
reaction, but cheese held fairly 
steady. Predictions of heavier re- 
ceipts had a depressing effect on 
the grain markets, and more or 
less decline was established on 
corn, oats and rye. Smaller arrivals 
than expected, witha rather brisk 
inquiry, strengthened the prices of 
live beef, while hogs scured a sub- 
stantial advance. Provisions dis- 
played irregularity, but the gen- 
eral tendency, as a whole, was up- 
| ward, 
| With requirements continuing to 
‘exceed production, pressure for sup- 
plies maintains iron and steel prod- 
;} ucts in a very strong position, and 
(further advances have developed. 
| Demands for antimony, lead, copper.

PROMINENT VALDOSTA 
BUSINESS MAN PASSES 


Valdosta, Ga., January 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—John T. Roberts, one of Val- 
dosta’s most prominent citizens and 
business men, died suddenly at an 
early hour this morning. Mr. Rob- 
erts had not been in robust health 
for a.number of weeks, but recent- 
ly seemed improved.

SHIPPERS TAKE ISSUE 
WITH DIRECTOR HINES 


Washington, January 18.—Taking 
issue with the declaration of Di- 
rector General Hines, in a recent ad- 
dress in New York, that it is neces- 
sary to remake the whole transpor- 
tation structure of the country, the 
National Shippers’ conference, in a 
statement filed by Clifford Thorne 
with the senate and-heuse interstate 
commerce committees, present sta- 
tistics and records to disprove the 
director general’s assertions. 


The statements of the director 
general which are rebutted by the 
shippers in their statement made 
public tonight were that the rail- 
roads of the country for several 
years before passing under govern- 
ment control were facing a curtail- 
ment of maintenance expenses, a de- 


ea reduction of surplus with the cur- 
rent effect on the credit of the car- 
riers. 

Figures are-presented by the ship- 
pers’ conference to show during the 
calendar year 1916 expenditures for 
maintenance were 293 per _ cent 
greater than. the increase in mileage 
and decline in buying power of the 
dollar. 

Replying to the second assertion 
of Director Hines the statement 
presented an exhibit showing that 
during the years 1916 and 1917, the 


“the income of American railroads, 
above all operating expenses and all 
taxes, exceeded the income of any 
other two-year period since records 
have been kept by more than $400,- 

.- 
sig ae Mr. Hines’ assertion as to 
an impaired condition of railroad 
credit previous to government con- 
trol, the shippers declared that in- 
vestigation in 1917 disclosed that 
the railroads were able to borrow 
money at a lower rate of interest 
than were the twenty largest cities 
of the country or the governments 
of the United States, England, 
France or Germany. 

In conclusion the shippers’ con- 
ference asserted: 

“We believe that the restoration 
of the railroads to their owners 
will result in the adoption of many 
economies. The cost of supplies 
will se cagiepntnn tend to recede 
from their present level in the near 
future. If the railroads can prove 
they need rate advances the inter- 
state commerce commission will 
grant them. The commission has 
acted wisely in the past. We claim 
that we can safely trust our rail- 
roads to substantially the same 
regulatory’ system which has pre- 
vailed in the past, without any 
drastic, fundamental, revolutionary 
changes.”
